PEMBINA MINE 
STARTED WORK 
MONDAY LAST 


Operations Have Been Resumed 
After a Cessation of Ten 
Weeks 


BEVANSBURG, June 14—Work wes 
tesumed at the Pembina coal mine 
here Monday after a cossation of 


operations lasting over a period of 
ten weeks. Early last week the 
North American Collieries company 
secured a very large order which 
will engage the activities of the 
Evansburg plant for several weeks 
and perhaps months. The mine was 
idle since April 1 when work ceased 
owing to a combination of circum- 
stances, Immediately the big order 
was secured the permanent officia's 
of the company got busy In prepara- 
tion for the big drive and at 7:00 
o'clock on Saturday evening the work 
whistle blew its shrill double blast 
for the first time in ten weeks, mak- 
ing the welcome announcement that 
work would be general on Monday 
morning. 

In consequence of the altered con- 
ditions of affairs the camp during the 
vast week has undergone a complete 
Gransformation, Stagnation and 
lethargy which reigned supreme for 
over two months have given place .o 
bustle and activity and the hum of 
the engines and the continuous gnove- 
ment of the whole plant are @ mos: 
welcome change from the recent 
monotony and dullness, 


Since the closing down of the 
mine many of the old hands have 
dispersed in various directions. Sev. 


eral have returned already and others 
are yet to come, but it is probable 
that a good many new hands will re- 
place some of those who for various 
reagons may not return, 

The new schedule of the C.N.R. 
came into operation on the 4th inst. 
The daily train each wy, giving a 
daylight service on this section of the 
system is a distinct improvement and 
the additional accommodation af- 
forded by No 1 and 2 Vancouver 
trains—night service, now stopping 
on flag—is much appreciated by th; 
travelling public. 

But the aperoves train service 
does not mea an improved mati 
service as we still are given only 
three maiis weekly. With a dally 
train service there seeme no valid 
reagon why the important points 
along the line should not have a 
daijy mail, This matter should be 
brought before the post office author- 
ities and a strong demand for a daily 
service, supported ,by local bodies at 
the centres concerned be forwarded 
without delay, 

Two large gangs of railway work- 
ers are operating in this district just 
now, one engaged in baliasting the 
G.T.P.iine and the other in tearing 
up the disused C.NJR. rails between 
here and Lobtsick. With the removal 
of these rails the last of the C/N.R. 
from Evansburg to the west will have 
disappeared.

EYE SPECIALIST 
IS SPEAKER AT 
BOARD OF TRADE 


Dr. R. C. Augustine Urges Need 
Of Glasses For All With 


Defective Eyesight 


Properly fitted glasses for anyone 
with def 've eyes in all cases result- 
d in happier livee and in many cases 
better health and greater 
in their work, according to Dr. R. © 
Augustine, director of the eyesight 
conservation committee 
in an address before the board of 
trade at luncheon in the hoard of 
trade rooms Wednesday. In the work 
@hop, in the class room, and in the 
office {t was impossible for anyone 
with defective eyesight to properly 
do their work unleas they had pro- 
perly fitted glasses and could see the 
work that they were doing as they 
should. Effective lighting the speak- 
er contended also was en important 
factor. 

In factories, the speaker continued, 
it had been found that !t was a pro- 
fitable investment for the ownere to 
supply giaeses for the workmen who 
had deficlent eyesight because they 
did better work and the output of the 
plant waa increased considerably as 
a result, In the schools many children 
failed to patty thelr examinations s!m- 
ply because they were unable to see 
properly. Defecttye eyesight in such 
cass did not always result 
fnability to learn, but affected 
enild health considerably

The Government’s majority on 
the budget vote was larger than 
anybody seemed to expect. The 
reporting staff at the capital had 
pretty plainly intimated that the 
majority might be on the other 
side, that a tie vote would sur- 
prise nobody, and that the best to 
be looked for was that the finan- 
cial program would get through 
by the narrowest possible margin. 
In point of fact when the votes 
were counted there was a comfort- 
able plurality of 18 in support. 
That is not as large a majority as 
js usually registered in the budget 
vote in a normally constituted 
House of Commons, but the pres- 
ent House is a long way from nor- 
mal, and the margin is sufficient 
for all practical purposes. It con- 
firms the budget proposals; and it 
proclaims that the Government 
has both the right and the power 
to govern. 

An adverse vote or a tie vote 
would have been a_ declaration 
that Parliament lacked confidence 
in the Government. A_ general 
election would then have been in 
order, a6 the one way out of an 
impossible situation, and the one 
way to make effective the right of 
the people to say by whom and on 
what lines they shall be governed. 
It was a bit difficult to imagine 
that either of the opposition par- 
ties were eager to force a general 
election at this juncture; the more 
so that neither of them had de- 
veloped a substitute plan for rais- 
ing the revenue that has to be got 
from somewhere and ‘by some 
Both had been free in dis- 


means. 
pensing negative criticism, but 
short on proposals as to where 
and how to get the money, Nega- | 


tive criticism is a most important 
and valuable factor in attaining 
clean and capable administration. 
But it will not pay the country’s 
bills, and as the main equipment 
of a party for a general election 
it more often turns out to be the 
ladder to the seaffold than the 
stairway to power. That critics 
who had not yet finished their 
first term were really anxious to 
plunge into the maelstrom of an 
election just to see if they could 
come up again did not sound con- 
vincing, though there is no telling 
what a grouped parliament will 
do to either itself or the country. 
It may be that the agitation 
among the Liberal members for 
an immediate dissolution had 
something to do with the fact that 
enough Progressives switched, 
when it came to a show-down, to 
pass the budget, sustain the Gov- 
ernment and avoid the perils of an 
election. 

If not, then the only conclusion 


is that the switchers took this op- | 


portunity to make clear to all con- 


cerned that they are not tied up to | 
party | 


the fiseal views of their 
associates from the prairies. The 
latter went to Parliament to pull 
protection out of the tariff by the 
roots, suddenly or by periodic 
jerks. The Ontario and British 
Columbia Progressives were not 
sent there for any such purpose, 
and never pretended that they 
were.

A Government which 
can command sufficient support 
to carry its taxation measures 
cannot well be challenged as to its 
/authority in matters of 
moment. The effectiveness of a 
| Government depends largely upon 
its assurance of parliamentary 
|Support on that vital issue. The 
budget vote must therefore be 
taken as establishing that the 
| Government is more secure than 
| the numerical strength of its party

The Last Fifty Years 


By G. D. Finlayson, Supt. 
From an Address Deli 


In order to get an idea of the enor- 
mous development in this business it 
is necessary very briefly to look back 
to the beginning of Confederation 


and it will do us all good to realize! 


that we are today participating tn 
one of the most remarkable economic 
developments im Canadian history 
|the development of the business of 
life insurance. (Table A), During the 
period covered by my subject the 
amount of life insurance in force has 
multiplied el@hty-three fold, and to 
compare it with other lines of bual- 
ness we might note that during the 
same period bank depoalts in Can- 
ada have multiplied ffty-one times, 
and total imports and exports eight 
een times, 


The comparison is e#till more 
striking, however, if ae confine our- 
selyes to a more recent period, say 


the last five years, During that period 
bank depoa@lts have increased to forty 

two per cent; imports and exports 
sixty per cent.; bank clearings sixty- 
eight per cent.; life insurance in force 
one hundred and six per cent, net 
Premium income in Canada, one hun- 
dred and twenty-three per cent. It is 
therefore, not enough to say that life 
insurance has merely shared In the 
general financial progress of the 
country. 

The figures which I have given are 
sufficient to show that Hfe insurance 
js in a class ‘by itself, and jt ts {n- 
teresting, therefore to try to find out 
what hae led to ita occupying this 
|proud position. Among these causes 
we must, I think, give prominence to 
two, first, the proud record of stabil- 
ity enjoyed by Canadian life tnsur- 
ance companies and, secondly, the tIn-

EDMONTON BULLETIN 


Bulletin News Service. 

After an unusually long and pro- 
tracted winter the apring season is 
}with us again. For the past two 
weeks cold winds and showers have 
prevailed, but today spring asserts 
herself and there is warmth and sun- 
shine everywhere. With the opening 
up of the rivers and the advent of 
spring McMurray has taken off its 
coat and prepared for the activities 


jot another busy season The year 
[should mark a new’ order of 
things for MoMurray and the first 


ttep In preparation for the new devel- 
opment will be the incorporation 
ithe village which will be completed in 
|a few weeks. New sidewalks are being 
jlatd down and the drainage of the vil- 
lage is being more carefully attended 
to. Tree planting and the cultivation 
| of flowers and vegetables is being in 
dulged in energetically with a view 
to beautifying the village and reduc- 
ing the cost of living. Several new 
buildings have been put up already 
{and the lumber i# on the ground for 
jothers. Down at the prairie the new 
| Hudson Bay boat the “Athabasca” fs 
| Progressing rapidly under the super- 
jintendence of George Askew. The new

| The going out of the ice was, aa 
always a matter of great interest and 
lexcitement, The scene is very picture- 
sque, changing

The 
Clearwater started to go out on Fri- 
day, April 28th, but was held up at the 
juncture with the Athabasca, This 
caused it to rise rapidly and in one or 
|two places along the river the water 
overflowed the bank, although not to 
any great depth, For a time fear was 
entertained that the river front at

though a large area was flooded for- 
tunately no water came over at the 
warehouse sites. Just as the water was 
| lapping the top of the bank at Water- 
} Ways the ice went out below McMur- 
jray and the water fell immediately, 
On Sunday afternoon the Athabasca 
|} went out with a mighty roar, The ice 
|below the Island at MeMurray held 
‘for a couple of hours and consaquently 
the flow from the Athabasca was di- 
verted into the channel between the 
Athabasca and the Clearwater, This 
\is a small channe! about one-third of 
a mile long. At the Clearwater end the 
water was very high owing to the 
block, and the Athabasca rushing tn 
at the other end lifted the ice along 
the channel to @ height of twelve and 
jfifteen feet, In places, pushing ereat 
|blocks up over the banks, The water 
jdid not raise however, beyond a few 
feet, except where the road comes 
down to the channel, This being cut 
out allowed the water to flow hack 
labout a hundred feet. The condition 
of things ts @ yearly occurance, and 
this year differed but little from the 
usual, No damage to speak of was 
;done. Ryan Broa, had the end of a 
scow broken and some boats were 
}pushed back but sustained no dam- 
jage. Indeed, were a little better judg- 
ment use in hauling out the boats in 
the fall, they need suffer no damage 
at all. 

A considerable amount of amuse- 
|ment was afforded the old-timers here 
in reading an article published by 
your contemporary re the ice jam in 
the above mentioned channel. It etates 
as follows: “A wall of ice from thirty 
to forty feet high completely fills the 
back channel of the Athabasca at Fort 
McMurray for a distance of about a 
mile in length. 
connects the Clearwater with the Ath- 
abasca is practically dry, say visitors 
from the north.” 

Knowing full well who “the visitors 
from thesmorth” were, one could eas- 
ily see through the ridiculous and 
foolish report. Fortunately photos 
were taken at the time of the Jam and 
these will be sent you later, As I eaid 
before the ice rose in places to a 
maximum of fifteen feet in the centre 
of the channel. The channel was not 
dry, nor has it been alnce, Indeed for 
the past few days boats have been 
passing up and down. In the first 
place boats should not be hauled out 
in the channel for while there 1s 
plenty of water !t is difficult to get 


banks. They should be hauled up at 
the Prairie, the only safe and reliable 
}landing and loading stage on the 
Clearwater. Here there is a bank over 
20 feet high and dry for two thousand 
feet with two orthree hundred acres 
of high prairie behind it. Indeed when 
on Sunday the 30th April the water of 
the Clearwater was just lapping the 
edges of the banks of the landing at 
Waterways there was a clear two feet 
above the ice at the McMurray land 


e@lso been taken.
